Following is the decision of the State 
Supreme Court upon tlie appeal in the Gold 
Run case, which was rendered on the 25th 
instant. 
It will be seen that the decision 
of Judge Temple, granting a perpetual 
injunction against flowing tailings from 
hydraulic mines into the rivers and their 
tributaries, is fully sustained: 
The People vs. The Gold Rim P itch and Min­ 
ing Company [No. 8,996].—T his appeal i^ from 
aii order denying a m otion for a new trial, and 
from a judgm ent w hich pcrf>etually restrains 
the commission and com pels th e discontinuance 
of certain acts as w rongful and injurious to 
public rights. 
The record of the case shows th at “ the Gold 
Run P itch uiid M ining Com pany lias been since 
August, l>70, u corporation existing under the 
law s of the State of California, for the purpose 
of m ining by the hydraulic process, and selling 
w ater to m iners and oth ers; and th a t it is now, 
and its predecessors have been for several years 
last past, in possession oi five hundred acres of 
m ineral land, situated adjacent to the North 
Fork ot th e A m erican river, and of certain m iies 
on said river, which it works by the hydraulic 
process. T he natu ral surface of this lan d lies 
about one hundred feet above the riv er; and all 
the m aterial of the m ines upon the lan d —con­ 
sisting of about tv. euty m illions cubic yards of 
m aterial composed mostly of sand, gravel, sm all 
stones, cobbW- and bowlders, m ixed w ith sm all 
particles o f gold, is capable of being worked off 
into th e river. 
For the purpose of m ining this 
tract o f land by the hydraulic process the com ­ 
pany has conducted to its m ines, by m eans of 
ditches and iron pipes, a large quantity ol wa­ 
ter, w hich it usu*s an d will continue to use, lin­ 
d e ra vertical pressure of seve ral hundred feet, 
discharging w ater through ‘little g ian ts' and 
‘m onitors.’ and dum ping all the tailings from 
its m ines inte» the fiver. 
In th at m anner it lias 
been carrying on its m ining operations upon 
said land for about eight years last p a s t; and up 
to th e tim e o f com m encing this action, uud 
during about five m onths ot each year ot said 
period has been daily discharging into the said 
river betw een four and five thousand cubic 
yards of solid m aterial from its said m ine, to- 
wit, of bowlders, cobbles, gravel and sand, 
m aking a yearly discharge of at lea^t six h u n ­ 
dred thousand cubic yards, am i will continue to 
discharge th at quantity annually if the working 
or said m ine be perm itted to continue, an d ai 
such rate it w ill require some thirty years to 
m ine out and exhaust said m ineral land.” 
Of the m aterial th u s discharged into tin* river 
a large portion has been w ashed, from the place 
of discharge or dum p, down the river, and. 
“ com m ingled w ith tailings from other hydraulic 
m ines, and still other m aterial which is the pro­ 
duct of natural erosion, bus been dejKisiteu in 
the beds and channels of the Am erican and 
Sacram ento rivers and th eir euiiilu&nts, but 
mostly in the Am erican, aud upon lands adja­ 
cent to both rivers.” 
The deposits of this m ate­ 
rial upon the beds and along the channels of the 
rivers, and through the Suisun bay and into the 
San Pablo and San Francisco bays, have already 
filled and raised tin* beds of lauh rivers. The 
bed ot the A m erican has been raised from ten to 
tw elve feet and in some places more, am i the 
bed of th e Sacram ento, to a great extent below 
the m outh of the Am erican, from six to tw elve 
feet. 
In consequence, the bedsol the two rivers 
have shallow ed, and th eir channels w idened so 
th at the depths of th e rivers have greatly less­ 
ened, and th eir liability to overflow has been 
m aterially increased, causinglhc frequent floods 
to extend th eir area and to T>e m ore destructive 
than they otherw ise would have been, and cov­ 
ering thousands of acres ot good land in the 
Sacram ento valley w ith m ining debris. A ndas 
the rivers arc at all tim es carrying in suspension 
the lighter earthly m atter from the m ines, and 
w ashing down the heavier debris, they are like­ 
ly to fill more rapidly in the future innroportion 


debris from other m ines, m aterially contributes 
to the evils m entioned; or, in o th er words, if 
there were no m ining operations sare those of 
th e defendant, I am not prepared to say th at it 
would m aterially injure the valley lands or the 
navigation of the river. 
It is the aggregate of 
debris from all the m ines w hich produces the 
injuries m entioned in these findings." 
And it is attem pted to sustain the contention 
by the cases o f C nipm an vs. Palm er, 77 N. Y . 51; 
Schuylkill Navigation Company vs. Richards. 57 
Penn..lV J; Scllick vs. Halo. 47* Conn., 
and 
Keyes vs. Little York, 53 Cab. 724. 
The first three of those cases w ere actions on 
the case for dam ages; the first, for polluting the 
w ater of a stream by the discharge of sewage 
therein; the second, for th e tilling up v>f the 
basin of a dam and w ater power w ith coal dirt 
and waste m aterial cast into a stream by sepa- 
ratecollieries working th eir m ines on the*stream 
independently of each other: and the th ird , for 
trie overflow of a brook obstructed by t h e defend­ 
an t and o th er persons w ho were not parties to 
th e action. 
Each of those eases was decided 
upon the principle th at w here several persons, 
acting independently of each other, engage in 
th e c o m m it ion of w rongful acts, the torts are 
distinct and not joint: and each is only severally 
liable for the injury caused by his ow n acts, and 
not for th e torts of others w ith whom he was not 
acting in concert. T here can be no doubt of t he 
correctness of th at principle, and of its applica­ 
bility to an action at law lor the recovery of 
dam ages lor the violation of a private right, 
ltut in the case of Keyes vs. Little York tha late 
Suprem e Court o f this* .State applied the p rin ci­ 
ple to an action in equity by which the plaintiff 
sought to enjoin a num ber o f persons w ho, 
w ithout privity or concert of action, contributed 
to the washing down from th eir m ining claim s, 
m ining debris into a stream w hich carried it 
dow n and spread it 
r th e plainti 
s land, 
rendering it valueless. To th e com plaint in the 
action the t ’ourt sustained a dem urrer uj 
the 
ground of m isjoinder, because all who contrib­ 
uted to the injury com plained of could not be 
joined as defendants without an averm ent that 
they acted in concert in the com m ission of the 
w rongful acts charged against them . 
T hat case, however, was practically overruled 
by tbis Court, in lliflm au vs. New ington. 57 
( áb, 
Thai also was the ease in w hich the 
plaintiff sued a num ber of pi r.s m s tt» recover 
dam ages for the wrongful diversion of the 
w ater of a stream , and to perpetually enjoin 
them from diverting th e sam e. Tito defendants 
answ ered, as in Keyes vs. Little York, th at they 
were im properly joined rii the action. b«-c¿»;»sc 
they acted s e \orally and not jointly. 
Rut this 
Court said: “ Each of th e defendants diver.s 
some of the water, and the aggregate reduces 
tlu* volum e below the am ount to w hich the 
plaintiff is entitled, 
although 
the am ount 
diverted bv any one would not. * * * All w ho 
act m ust, therefore, be held to act jo in tly .” and 
t lie dam ages and costs m ay be apportioned by 
the Court sitting us a Court of Equity. Tins ease 
clearly recognizes the equitable principle that 
in an action to abate a public or private nuis­ 
ance, all persons engaged in the com m ission of 
the wrongful acts which constitute the nuisance, 
m ay be enjoined jointly or severally. 
It is the 
nuisance itself w hich, if destructive o f public 
or private rights of property, may be enjoined. 
T he King vs. Trutlord. 1 Harii. aud A., s74, 
was a crim inal action for n public nuisance to a 
public canal navigation c.dablishcd by Act of 
Parliam ent. The ju ry found that the acts cre­ 
ating the nuisance were done bv tlu* defendants 
separately; but it was held,neverthi less, th at as 
the nuisance was the result of all those acts 
jointly, the defendants were rightly joined iu 
one indictm ent, w hich stated the acts u> Le 
several. 
W henever an indictable nuisance exists there 
is a co-ordinate remedy in equity to abate it by 
injunction. 
In an equitable action for th at p u r­ 
pose, there is generally raised no question of 
dam ages. 
F ntil the adoption of the codes such a 
question could not be raised in an action in 
equity for the abatem ent of a nuisance. The 
only question was. w hether the nuisance com ­ 
plained of and sought to be redressed had K m 
co m m itted; and it w us no answ er in such an 
action, w here there was no question a* to a sepa­ 
rate or joint liability for dam ages in the case, to 
say th at otherpersoiis were com m itting the sam e 
soft of nuisance (Crosuley 
Sons vs. Lightowlor. 
R. Eq. ('u s, 279; ( hipm an vs. l'alm er, 77 
N. Y.. 51.) So in W oodyear vs. Shaefl'er, 57 Md., 
9, it is sa id : “ It is no answ er to a com plaint 
of nuisance, tlm t a great m any others are com ­ 
m itting sim ilar acts o f nuisance. E ach and 
every one is liable to a separate action, am i to be 
restrained. * * * The ex ten t to w hich the 
appellee has contributed to the nuisance m ay 
be slight and scarcely appreciable, stan d in g 
alone it m ight well be th at it would only, very 
slightly, if at all, prove a source of annoyance. 
And so it m ight l»e, as to each o f the other 


discharge from the m ines so fouls the w ater of 
the Am erican river at all points below as to 
m ake it unfit for any dom estic use by the inhab­ 
itants. 
Aud from the sam e cause ” the naviga­ 
tion of the Sacram ento river has been so greatly 
im paired th at the river, w hich, until the year 
1S62, was navigati d as far as the city oi Sacra­ 
m ento w ithout difiiculty by steam ers o f deep 
draught, to-wit.: by boats draw ing nine or ten 
feet of w ater, has been, since the year ls62, tin- 
navigable as far as the city or Sacram ento by 
boats of deep draught, except during high w a­ 
ter, instead of at all tim es as form erly. 
And 
there is im m inent danger, if the a» tso l the de­ 
fendants and others engaged in hydraulic m in ­ 
in g are allowed to contm uc, that the beds and 
channels of the low er portion o f the Amer: 
river, and of the Sacram ento river be 
m outh of the Am erican, w ill be so rilled and 
choked up by tailings and other deposits, th at 
said rivers will be turned from th eir channels, 
cutting new w aterways, injuring or destroying 
im m ense tracts of land, and probably will re­ 
sult in greatly im pairing the navigability of the 
Sac ram en to river. ’ ’ 
Vast as m ay ho the interest bound up in the 
itigatlon, yet the questions for the considera- 
Ition of this Court, arising out of the facts as 
found by the Court below, To w ithin a com ­ 
paratively narrow compass. 
All of them flow 
into one ils the m ain question at issue, and th at 
w hether the defendant as ow ner of its 


m ischief com plained of. And it m ay only be 
after, from y ear to year, the uum bef of contribu­ 
tors to the injury has greatly increased, th at suf­ 
ficient disturbance of rights has been caused to 
justify com plaint. * * * In th at state o f facts 
* * * each elem ent of contribuí ive injury is a 
p art of one com m on whole, and to stop the m is­ 
chief in tlu* whole, each p art in detail m ust be 
arrested and rem oved.”

Now let us read with deliberation from 
the same column, these words:

The 
bookkeepers, clerks mid salesmen who had 
been wont to visit the dens, went no longer.

Under the license sys’em, there 
i* far less gambling than there used to be. and 
it tv conducted more fairly and more honestly. 
Gamblers had told him that they would starve 
to death if it wore not that they were saved the 
expense of paying blackmail to officers and 
giving high salaries to look-outs. There was 
not a better conducted, a more orderly, a more 
Intelligent city, or otto with a higher moral 
sense than the city of Sacramento, et 
I t was 
run by the respectable, conservative, practical, 
thoughtful element of so c ie ty . 
It might have 
been run in the interest of the lower elements 
before gambling had lieen licensed, when the 
•ity officials wore debauched." etc.

subject to them, who are proof against 
corruption by gamblers, and whom they 
cannot convict of accepting bribes.

The Stockton Mail, the rabid utterances 
of which, like all vituperation, are force­ 
less, declares that the Republican party 
was at the late election put into power by 
virtue of its alliance with the railroad 
corporations.

office as allies of the railroads.

logic so strained? 
It is the last resort of 
a beaten, angry and revengeful spirit. 
What is the truth ? The two great parties 
went before the people on two platforms 
unmistakable in their terms. 
The first 
was that enunciated by the Democratic 
party at the Stockton Convention. 
That 
platform suliordinated all other matters to 
expressions of enmity and hatred toward 
transporters. 
There was no dignified,

M are A b ou t th e V irgin ia E p id em ic. 
H ixtox (W. Va.), November 27th.—The 
rumors of the plague in the extreme south­ 
ern part of this State, in western Virginia 
and in eastern Kentucky ure fast giving 
way to startling facts. The center of the 
afflicted district is in the center of Dickin­ 
son county, Virginia, in the midst of the 
Cumberland mountains, and over one hun­ 
dred miles from the nearest railroad station. 
The greatest destitution prevails, and the 
cold weather is sure to cause such mortal­ 
ity as even the present state of affairs lias 
not begun to equal. 
The last rainfall was 
on August 3d, unless it has fallen within a 
week. The last person arriving here from 
that section was a commercial traveler for a 
Baltimore house, who left Leesburg one 
week ago yesterday. H e says business is at 
a stand-still, and crops a failure. Many 
families have not a bushel of grain nor a 
head of live stock left. 
The medicines are 
exhausted, and the physicians are nearly 
all dead from overwork. 
Corpses lie for 
days unburicd. In many instances water 
is 
carried 
three and four 
miles in 
buckets. No 
running 
water 
is 
left, 
that 
which 
is 
used 
being 
found 
in pools in the deeper holes in the creek 
bottoms. 
Louisa river lias not sufficient 
water in it to float a chip, save in the pools. 
The fish are dead by tons. 
Indeed, there is 
not a live fish in six or seven counties. The 
water evaporated, and that which was left 
naturally retained all tlie salts and m in­ 
erals. 
It is believed that drinking this 
water produced the disease. The disease 
is not contagious. That belief arose from 
the fact that everybody was taken with the 
same symptoms, t lie ignorant population 
not reasoning a? to the real cause. The 
lack of sufficient and proper food greatly 
increases the mortality. The latest esti­ 
mate places the number of deaths at 2,000. 
rl'!ie patient is seized with vertigo, heavy 
fever, complete unconsciousness, with invol­ 
untary discharges much colored with blood, 
and deatli ensues in about ten hours, the vic­ 
tim suffering intensely. The scenes of distress 
are terrible. 
All 
the people are poor 
mountaineers, the most of them living in 
log houses of two rooms, occupied by from 
two to a dozen persons. 
In some instances 
the disease lias swept oft' whole families, 
the last members to die being left unburied. 
Up the mountain pass and along the small 
streams in the valleys are to he found 
scores of houses unoccupied, because their 
owners arc dead. Animals suffer the same 
symptoms as men. The cries of children, 
begging for food, are pitiful. 
If relief is 
sent it must be soon, before the roads are 
blocked with snow. There is little of the 
¡llague in West Virginia, only portions of 
McDowell, Mercer and Logan counties suf­ 
fering. The deaths there do not exceed 
200. hut the loss to stock and crops will he 
$100,000. 


A ID F O R T H E S U F F E R E R S . 
W a sh in g to n , November 27th.—Dr. J. B. 
Him n¡bell, of the Red Cross Association, 
left here to-night to visit the locality of the 
mysterious disease prevailing in Virginia, 
and afford aid to the sufferers. 
A S p iritu alist " D o c to r " on T rial. 
C le v e la n d . November 27th.—At the pre­ 
liminary examination of Dr. George Burris, 
the Spiritualist who murdered Saialt Welker 
at Gambler, the prisoner testified : “ I first 
met Sarah Welker at her mother's, at a 
Spiritualistic circle, eight months ago. 
1 
am a medium. A m an is controlled not by 
himself, because lie is working under the 
influence all the time. 
His mind is ab­ 
sorbed. The spirit that controls me speaks 
any tongue. 
I am controlled by the spirit 
of an Indian chief. 
I learned the Indian 
tongue while I was under spiritual control. 
When I am not undercontrul 1 know noth­ 
ing of the language. This chief never con­ 
versed to me in regard to this lady. She 
had been ailing for some time. 
As a me­ 
dium I have power to control pain and dis­ 
ease. The more developed I get the more 
power I have. 
1 have relieved headache 
and neuralgia. I am not responsible for 
what I do when under tire control of the 
spirit of this chief, 
i would not he respon­ 
sible. 
I treated Sarah W elker several times 
in a circle at her mother's house. I also 
treated her in her last sickness. 
I have 
never known what disease I treated, unless 
it was something simple. 
November 14th 
there were three mediums in the house of 
Sarah Welker. We all treated her. 
I give 
magnetism to support vitality. 
I was with 
her every night from that time until she 
died. 
I was present when she died. 
My 
belief is that her own spirit left her body 
Sunday night. On that night she went into 
a i ranee, and her spirit left her at that time. 
1 give tlii' as my opinion." 
The next witness was Sarah Jane Bur­ 
ris, wife of I)r. Burris. W hen she came 
on the stand her eyes were swollen-shut, 
and her face was covered with bruises. 
She testified that tiie doctor had often 
treated her. 
He did it by rubbing and 
slapping her. 
In reply to a question as to 
what was t lie matter with her eyes, she 
said: "After the doctor came from the 
body of Mrs. Welker he thought he saw 
the same “pirit that was in Mrs. Welker in 
me, and began to slap me in tiie face and 
choke me. After lie had choked me so that 
I fell to the floor, he placed his mouth over 
my eyes and sucked each one in turn to get 
the evil spirit out. His object was so to over­ 
come me that he could control the spirit. 
I thought he would kill me. 
I am afraid 
of him when he is under the control of the 
spirit of the Indian chief.” 
There is great excitement in tiie vicinity, 
and it is feared that Burris will be lynched. 
F ortu n es W on unit Lust in O il. 
O le a n (N. Y.), November 27th.—When 
the oil excitement in Butler county, I’a., 
broke out a few weeks ago. two young men 
from this town, named Meyer, invested 
$3.000— all the money they had—in an oil 
lease. The put down a well near the Phil­ 
lips, and it is said to he the largest oil well 
in tin- world. They refused $100,000 in cash 
for their lease 1»irrowed nu mey and put down 
three more wells. 
Every one came in dry. 
The “ great gusher" began to decline, and 
is now yielding but lóo barrels a day. 
In­ 
stead of having $00,000 apiece, the men are 
now that much in debt. 
Near the Meyer 
and Phillips wells the township school dis­ 
trict owns an acre of ground, which lias al­ 
ways been valued at $500. 
When oil was 
struck in the district the Directors refused 
$(¡0.000 for the school property. 
Since then 
the surrounding wells have drained ail tiie 
id from the pool, and the value of the 
school lot is once more rated at $500. 
Farmer Marshall, on whose farm oil was 
discovered, and who would have taken 
$4,000 for it a week before, was satisfied 
with an oiler of $850;000.

M in n esota In d ian s. 
N ew Y o r k , November 27th.—Specials 
from St. Paul report that the Chippewa 
Indians have lately been in a state of agita­ 
tion over the non-payment of the annuity 
allowed them by the Government, includ­ 
ing those on White Earth. Mille Lacs, 
Leach Lake and Sandy Lake reservations. 
There are about 3,900 Chippewas who are 
leaving their homes and roaming about the 
vicinity of Brainerd, Minn., in a disaffected 
condition. The payment of tiie annuity 
last winter was deferred until the Indians 
were in a starving condition. The majority 
of them this summer pawned their guns 
with the traders to raise money to buy 
whisky, expecting to redeem them when 
they received their money from the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Many are in the same condition 
at present, and with their remembrance of 
last winter's experience, are in no cheerful 
mood. A band of Mille I .nos came up to 


Brainerd last Thursday night to trade, and 
were greatly disappointed at not receiving 
any definite information concerning the 
payment of their annuities. 
It is stated in 
explanation tiiat Major Luce, Indian Agent 
at White Earth, has received instructions 
from the Government to delay the payment 
of annuities until the arrival of the Indian 
Inspector from Washington. 
Just when 
the Inspector is expected has not been 
made known. 
It is said a letter has been 
received by a gentleman in Brainerd from 
Major Luce, in which the Major stated that 
he thought the payment would he made 
the latter part of this month. The red­ 
skins, in their present distressed condition, 
are liable to be troublesome neighbors in 
remote settlements. 
13ol(l R ob b ery. 
Nhw York, November 27th.—A special to 
the World from Beaver, Penn., of Novem­ 
ber 20th, says: 
A bold robbery wits com­ 
mitted last night at the house of George 
Young, of Bellowsville, a small hamlet on 
the Ohio river, one-lialf mile below here. 
Young’s family consists of himself, his 
wife, a little daughter 
and 
his wife’s 
parents. 
Mrs. Chambers, an old friend of 
the family, is also now a visitor at the 
house. 
About 11 o'clock, after all had re­ 
tired, the door was suddenly forced open 
with a plank arid Mr. Young and his wife 
opened their eyes to find six revolvers, 
held by as many men, staring them in the 
face. They and other members of the 
household were pulled out of bed, their 
hands and feet tied, and themselves tied to 
each other. 
The thieves searched the 
house and prepared for themselves and ate 
supper, after which one of the party played 
a tune on an organ. They restored to the 
child the money they had taken from her 
savings bank, and then five departed, hav­ 
ing ordered the sixtli to stand guard while 
they went over to the house of William 
Gibbs, where they said there was $1,000. 
They took with them $000 belonging to 
Young, about $40 or $50 o f Mrs. Young’s, 
and some silverware and jewelry. The 
men’s faces were disguised with handker­ 
chiefs. W hen the coast was finally clear, 
Young gnawed in two the cords which 
bound his hands and released Ids feet, and 
then the rest of the family. 
The wrists of 
both ladies and those of tiie little girl were 
cut and bleeding from the pressure of the 
cords. 
S en ten ced fur A ttem p ted M urder. 
H obnellsville (N. Y.), November 27th. 
George Quuckenhuslt is a prominent farmer 
in the town of Savannah, Wayne county. 
He has the reputation of being very pas­ 
sionate and vindictive. One day in May 
last some cattle belonging to a neighboring 
farmer broke into one of Quackenbush’s 
fields. 
Ho took a shotgun and started out, 
swearing he would kill them. His wife fol­ 
lowed him into the yard and protested 
against his shooting his neighbor's cattle. 
This angered him, and he told her unless 
she returned to the house and attended to 
her own affairs he would shoot her. 
Thoir 
two little children, one a three-year-old girl 
and the other a hoy of five years, followed 
their mother and stood by, holding her by 
tlie dress. 
Mrs. Quackenbush said to her 
husband she did not believe lie would go 
so far as to shoot her. when he drew the 
gun to his shoulder and fired at her. A por­ 
tion o f the charge, which was fine shot, 
lodged in Mrs. Quackenbush’s side, hips 
and legs. 
The little girl received a portion 
of it in her face, neck and arms. 
The little 
boy was shot in the face. The mother and 
little girl were seriously hurt, the former it 
was thought fatally. Both recovered, but 
were left scarred and disfigured. Quacken­ 
bush was lodged in jail at Lyons and con­ 
victed on Saturday of attempting to murder 
his wife and two children. 
He was sen­ 
tenced to three years and six months’ im­ 
prisonment in the Auburn prison. 
A P h y sicia n 's F rig h tfu l D e e d . 
Springfield (Ohio), November 27th.— 
Dr. John Maxwell, yesterday afternoon, 
after sending his wife to town to shop, ad­ 
ministered to his four children, aged from 
four to thirteen, a combination of aconite 
and chloroform, then placed cloths satur­ 
ated with chloroform over their faces and 
placed them on a bed. 
He administered a 
similar dose to himself, and lay down to 
die with them. 
When Mrs. Maxwell re­ 
turned the eldest girl was dead, and the 
others unconscious. Assistance was sum­ 
moned, and every effort made to revive 
them. During the night two more children 
died. 
Maxwell revived somewhat, and 
was placed in jail. H e refused to talk. He 
left letters saying he was tired of life, and 
wanted his children to go with him, to 
pi void suffering. 
He hud recently been in­ 
dicted for libel by another physician, and 
this, together with business embarrass­ 
ments, is supposed to have been the in­ 
centive. 
R u in in g an O ld G allow s. 
New Y ork, November 27th.—A Pittsburg 
special says: A strange bonfire was that 
prepared by the Sheriff yesterday morning. 
At the hour usually selected by the Sheriff' 
for the execution of the death sentence, a 
small procession carried to a chosen place 
the old gallows, and beam upon beam was 
piled against it until the deadly trap-door 
surmounted the pile and then the flames 
made short work. This gallows was erected 
by Sheriff'('¡uley in 1869.

have been hanged on it. The exposure to 
weather and constant use had done such 
injury to the wood that it was not safe any 
longer to use it.

to-night, said: 
“Although we have had 
but about forty days’ time in which to 
make arrangements for the colored men’s 
exhibit at the exposition, I think our de­ 
partment will be one of the most interest­ 
ing there. There is really nothing of race 
or 
sectional 
spirit 
intended 
in 
our 
display. 
For many years it was asserted 
that the attempt to educate the negro was 
a failure. 
Time has proven how unfound­ 
ed this statement is, and all men now con­ 
cede that the negro is capable ofacducation. 
That bugaboo having been disposed of, the 
statement is made tiiat the negro has made 
no material advance in the arts a.id sciences 
or industrial pursuits; that his condition 
lias not improved since lie was emanci­ 
pated. This exhibit will forever put an 
end to such an untruthful and unwarranted 
statement. 
I have appointed commission­ 
ers in every State of the Union. 
It is their 
duty to collect and seiut to New Orleans 
specimens of the work of colored people in 
their respective States. 
Although 1 am 
very well acquainted with the people of 
my race and the work they are doing in 
the various departments of industry, the 
information that 1 have obtained during 
the past thirty days us to its scope and value 
surprises me. 
There will be exhibited 
specimens of coal taken from mines owned 
and operated by colored men. and speci­ 
mens of ores taken from mines that they 
have discovered and worked ; flour made 
in their mills; agricultural machines man­ 
ufactured in their factories; models from 
patent offices, showing the useful inven­ 
tions they have made; pictures that col­ 
ored artists have painted; statues carved 
by colored sculptors; cereals grown by 
colored farmers; vegetables dug from the 
ground that they own and cultivate, 
lit 
fact, in almost every department of indus­ 
try, science and art, there will lie an exhibit 
of the products of the colored man's brains 
and the work of bis hands. 
We have had 
comparatively little time in which to make 
this collection, and the amount of money 
at our disposal is so small, considering, 
that as the exposition will remain open for 
six months, we are necessarily limited as 
the quality and character of our exhibits. 
What I know, however, of tiie objects that 
will be sent to New Orleans for exhibition, 
satisfies me that ourdepartment will he one 
of tliK most interesting features of tnc ex­ 
position.

The wounded celestial was given a seat by 
the Jehu, who drove rapidly into the city 
and to tliestation-house, where the wounded 
man repeated his story. Chief Jackson took 
a horse and buggy and started immediately 
for the scone of the trouble, followed by 
officer Frazee and Deputy Sheriff Lee. 
When Jackson arrived at the American 
Itiver biidge. the toll-gatherer, Mr. Coons, 
told him it was unnecessary to go farther, 
and related the following story: Three men 
came over from the city, on a hunting and 
fishing expedition, and not being very suc­ 
cessful, they took a notion to capture the 
chickens at a Chinese.cabin on Mrs. Judge’s 
ranch. The first the Chinamen knew of 
their presence was when the hunters com­ 
menced shooting their fowls. Two of the 
Chinamen went out and commenced ex­ 
postulating with the hunters, when they 
were knocked down and unmercifully 
beaten.

for 
help, and in a few moments 
about 
thirty Chinamen from the neighboring 
potato ranches assembled and surrounded 
the white men. The latter saw thev were 
likely to be murdered, and begged piteous­ 
ly to he allowed to go. 
The celestials, 
however, refused their prollers of money, 
and began to make preparations for their 
execution, whop Mr. Coons appeared on 
the scene. Ho prevailed upon the China­ 
men to accept tFie guns of the hunters, let 
them go and prosecute them in the Courts, 
As soon as allowed to depart, the hunters 
clambered into their wagon, drove rapidly 
to the city and returned their wagon to 
Wilson’s stable. Chief Jackson has posses­ 
sion of the guns. The parties are well 
known and will be arrested to-day.

Stanford and party arrived from the East 
yesterday morning, bringing the remains 
of the Governor's estimable son for burial 
at Palo Alto. A number of friends greeted 
the party at the depot and expressed their 
sincere regret at the bereavement which had 
befallen (Tic family. The casket containing 
the remains occupied one of the compart­ 
ments of the car California, and was so 
completely covered with floral designs and 
flowers that it could not he seen, and an­ 
other compartment was almost filled with 
floral tributes, many of exceeding beauty, 
and several of them sent fiv friends in this 
city anil vicinity. The party was joined 
here by Rev. Dr. Newman and by E. M. 
Railton. Master of Transportation of the 
Central Pacific Railroad. After a -hurt 
stay in tlie depot, the ears Stanford and 
California left as a special train, via Stock­ 
ton and San Jose, for Menlo, drawn by loco­ 
motive No. 164. which was draped in mourn­ 
ing in a very tasteful and effective manner. 
The lia<;s on all the railroad buildings in 
the city were displayed at half-mast before 
the arrival of the train in the morning, and 
remained so during the day, as a token of 
respect for the deceased.

To be sure, some will say, " Let them 
alone, the China rum will soon kill them 
off.’’ It is no charity to feed them or help 
them. The writer lias tried this—has given 
some of them work, and others money, but 
the help given went immediately into the 
China store for liquor. Sometimes one of 
them is found (lead, but they seem to have 
a wonderful tenacity of life. If there is no 
ordinance now in existence that will rid the 
city of this disgrace, let one be passed. 
They exist in something like a ring. 
Money, work, or 1'ood given is divided. For 
instance, some of their number go out in 
tbe morning a little before day; some 
gather around the peddler’wagons; others 
forage along the streets in front of grocery 
stores, and beg eatables or anything that 
comes in their way, and they are back to 
their rendezvous before sunrise. 
These 
foraging parties generally supply food, and 
any surplus is disposed of to Chinamen. 
Two or three go out and gather up cigar 
stumps. Now and then a few go out to 
beg for little odd jobs ; if they are success­ 
ful the result is shared and spent for intox­ 
icating drinks. When any of the party of 
bums ¡rfe out their return is anxiously 
awaited.

S a n F ra n c is c o , November 27tli.—Upon 
the arrival of the special train bearing the 
remains of Leland Stanford, Jr., at Menlo 
Park to-day, a funeral procession was 
formed at the depot, and included cx-Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. Leland Stanford, Josiali 
Stanford, wife and son, Ariel Latlirop and 
wife, Mrs. Daniel Latlirop and her three 
daughters, Charles G. Latlirop, Leland 
Stanford Latlirop, Henry C. Latlirop. Dr. 
and Mrs. E. T. Taylor, Rev. Dr. and Mrs. 
J. P. Newman and about fifty employes of 
the farm. 
. 
THE PALL BEARERS, 
Sixteen of the oldest employes on the place, 
were C. Marvin, E. J. Taylor, J. Phippen, 
T. Donovan, J. Corrigan, F. Abraham, 
Wm. McDonald, J. I). Martin, M. Smith, 
J. Young, J. R. McPherson. J. Corcoran, 
W. Henry, S. Russell, J. Dickinson and A. 
Fuller. Each of the pall bearers bore in 
his hand a palni branch, in the center of 
which was hound a bouquet of white 
flowers and evergreens, and as the proces­ 
sion moved along the winding avenue with 
bared heads, beneath the splendid forest 
trees on either band, with the bright sun 
glancing through the branches, and in ut­ 
ter silence, the effect was intensely solemn. 


LAST RESTING-PLACE. 
On arriving at the open doors of the 
tomb, Rev. Dr. Newman offered upa touch­ 
ing prayer, alluding to the virtues, kindly 
nature aud bright promise of the youth 
whose remains were before them, and call­ 
ing for divine aid to assist and comfort the 
deeply-afflicted parents. The relatives then 
returned to the residence, while the casket 
was placed in the sarcophagus, the heavy 
slab placed over it, and the remains 
left to their peaceful and final rest. 
Later 
the 
mausoleum 
was 
visited 
by the relatives, and several beautiful floral 
pieces were placed within the chamber, 
while the purple-velvet pall was cast over 
the sarcophagus. Late in the afternoon 
both gate anil door were locked by Mrs. 
Stanford, and excepting those of next Sun­ 
day, at which time a special memorial ser­ 
vice will be held in Grace Church, in this 
city, the obsequies of Leland Stanford, Jr., 
were finished. 


t h e m a u s o l e u m 
Is to the south of the main building, a dis­ 
tance of one hundred yards. It is built in 
the midst of six trees, each planted by 
Governor Stanford or one of his nearest 
relatives some years ago at a family gather­ 
ing. The one set out bv young Leland has 
now grown to be quite an imposing 
pine, and easts a deep shadow 
over 
his last resting-place. 
The mausoleum 
is built of stone and brick, laid in 
the firmest cement, and though severely 
plain in design, is very massive in its ap­ 
pearance. It is guarded by a heavy outer 
door of iron and an inner gate of beauti­ 
fully wrought brass and iron. 
The in­ 
terior flooring is of small white slabs of 
marble, with a beautifully designed border 
in colored stones. The ceiling is richly 
frescoed. Immediately over the scarcopha- 
gus the fresco is that of two nearly lifesize 
angels, bearing upward in their arms the 
inanimate 
form 
of 
the 
dead 
youth. 
In the front part the picture is that of four 
infant figures hearing in their hands a long 
wreath of flowers, with the word “ Rest,” 
in golden letters, in the center. 
In the 
middle of the ceiling is a stained-glass win­ 
dow, divided into three parts, in each of 
which is a charming elierub’s head. The 
other spaces in the ceiling are occupied by 
representations of clouds. 


THE SARCOPHAGUS 
Is nearly all the back of the mausoleum. 
It is 8 feet 4 inches long. 4 feet wide and 3 
feet 0 inches high. 
It is built of pressed 
bricks, with slabs of the purest white m ar­ 
ble an inch thick, firmly locked to them 
with cement. The upper slab weighs over 
1,000 pounds, and is screwed to the lower 
part with large silver-plated screws. The 
inscription is cut in the front slab of the 
sarcophagus in plain, square letters, and 
reads as follows : 


Born in m ortality May 14. 1868, 
LELAND STANFORD, JR., 
Passed to im m ortality M arch 13, 1884. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE OBSEQUIES. 
Yesterday the interior of the mausoleum 
was specially prepared for the obsequies 
The walls were bung with purple cloth, 
with purple velvet drapery, fringed with 
gold bullion along the four cornices. Scat­ 
tered over these purple housings wore a 
multitude of beautiful Amazon lilies, a.n*l 
from the floor upwards were placed on 
all sides large palm branches crossed. 
At 
the 
back 
was 
a 
star 
of 
lilies, violets and maiden hair ferns. 
Above this was a crescent of yellow lilies, 
fringed with smilax and violets. Pendant 
from the center light was the figure, worked 
in flowers of many hues, of a butterfly, 
typical of the transitory nature of life. At 
one side of the tomb is a table of dark 
wood, 
covered 
with 
representations 
of flowers and 
fruits, with two an­ 
tique chairs of similar design on either 
side. 
Upon the table rests a cushion, 
flanked by brass candlesticks of rare pat­ 
tern. The grounds around the mausoleum 
have been tastily laid out, and already 
beautiful creeping plants are beginning to 
cover its outer walls, and in a few months 
the whole will be buried in foliage. A new 
pathway has been opened from the house 
to the tomb, and was first used yesterday 
by the sad cortege. 


PROTECTION FROM SACRILEGE. 
The massiveness of the mausoleum and 
sarcophagus, with defenses offered by the 
two doors, for which only one key exists, 
which never leaves the possession of Mrs. 
Stanford, and the constant presence of a 
night-watchman, would seem to insure ab­ 
solute protection of the remains from 
any sacrilegious h an d ; but the archi­ 
tect of the tomb, in order to strengthen 
even these defenses, lias pervaded its walls 
with a service of electric wires, so that in 
case of the slightest portion of them being 
attacked an alarm will be instantly given 
in four important and widely separate lo­ 
calities on the grounds, ami in the build­ 
ings, whose locations are kept secret. The 
doors, and even the foundation of the 
mausoleum, are protected in the same 
manner.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


M oro T ro u b le on th e B o rd er. 
Tucson, November 27th.—A party has just 
reached Tombstone from Quitaco, a -iiew 
copper camp in the Cananea mountains. 
Sonora, near the line, with the intelligence 
that on Sunday iast a fight occurred there 
between the Mexican police and Ameri­ 
cans, and that fifteen Americans had sub­ 
sequently been arrested by troops from 
S anta Cruz, and taken to that city. The 
excitem ent here is intense, as the Mexicans 
have a fashion of standing prisoners up 
against an adobe wall, shooting them first 
and trying them afterwards. 
Your corre­ 
spondent just had an interview with the 
party bringing the news, and an eye-witness 
o f the tight and subsequent proceedings. 
On Sunday last, about 
p. m., two A m eri­ 
can teamsters, named Lee and l.amb, in 
the employ of freighter Brooks, got into 
an altercation with the Mexican police at 
(juitaou. during which 
Lee was pretty 
roughly handled by the police. 
Lamb ran, 
an d going to the store of the Copper King 
M ining i ‘ompany. p- -s.-c-sed him self of two 
loaded pistols and a rifle. 
Returning, he 
m et Lee ami gave him a pistol. 
Lee then 
went liaek to where the police were and de­ 
manded satisfaction for bis injuries. The 
police tried to disarm him., when Lee shot 
one of them through the foot. The police­ 
m en 
returned 
the 
lire, shooting 
Lee 
through, the heart, killing him instantly. 
I, oibi then 
ran 
and 
tried to secrete 
himself, hut was overtaken by the police 
and shot, through the side, 
lie managed 
to escape from them , and went to the re­ 
duction works of the Copper King Com­ 
pany and notified all the American cm- 
i>loycs of w hat had occurred. They armed 
themselves and started for the scene of 
Lee's shooting. 
In the m eantim e the po­ 
lice had Intrenched themselves in a house. 
W hen the Americans gm near the house 
they notified the police that they did not 
intend them harm as a body, but de­ 
manded that the slayer of Lee be put in 
the hands of the law. The answer was a 
volley from the police, which did no harm . 
The. Americans returned the tire, and the 
police broke and run. Jn their flight three 
o r ' four of them were wounded. In the 
m eantim e a message had been dispatched 
to Santa Cruz, to the com m ander of the 
troops, who arrived th at night with a de­ 
tachm ent of forty men, and demanded the 
surrender of the Americans. 
Tlu- men 
were not inclined to surreuo r. anticipating 
a fate which h is probably befallen them 
before this, but were persuaded by the offi­ 
cer- of the ‘ 'upper King Company i i do so. 
One or Hv i refused, and bysirategy efleted 
an escape. 
The rem aining fifteen were 
then marched oil to Santa Cruz. The offi­ 
cers of ¡ he Copper King Company accom­ 
panied ■. hem.

U orm im Itinliiip C o n v irto l of Polygam y. 
P rescott, November27th. — In the United 
Males D: trier Court, after a closely con- 
. tested am! protracted trial of three days' 
duration, the jury in the ease of A. M. 
Tennv, late Bishop of the Mormon Church, 
charged with p' Iygamv. returned a verdiei 
of guilty at 1! o’clock last night, being the 
first conviction ever had in Arizona for 
that crime. 
The Mormons, fearing the 
moral i-tl’. -t of a conviction of so prom inent 
a m em ber of their church as Tenny is, had 
im ported the most em inent eouusei tor his 
defease. 
After being convicted bail was 
otl.sed in any am ount, which was refused 
by Chief Justice Sum ner Howard, and the 
prisoner w:ls remanded to jail. 
During the 
trial of the case evidence d general repu­ 
tation was adm itted os collateral evidence 
to prove continued cohabitation. The trial 
has created the greatest excitement among 
lioiii Gentiles and Mormons, and the latter 
are said to threaten foieiblo resistance 
to further projeeu’ions.

dence is that the first conviction for polyg­ 
am y in Arizona was had before Justice 
Howard, who, as United Mates Dislri.t 
Attorney of Utah, sc wed the firs; convict ion 
ever bad in that Territory tor the crime of 
blood atonem ent.

F re n c h C h a m b e r of D eputies. 
P a r is, November 27th.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day. M. Leroy read a report 
¡ from the Tonquin Committee, advising the 
i Cham ber to adopt the T onquin credits, and 
urging the necessity of efforts for occupying 
the provinces in the north of Tonquin. 
[Cheers and signs of dissent.] 
The Cham­ 
ber then passed a vote of urgency, and pro­ 
nounced for an im m ediate discussion. 
Clemenceau thereupon attacked the Gov­ 
ernm ent and denounced the M inister whose 
optim ism had committed so m any diplo­ 
m atic and m ilitary faults since the signing 
of the Tien-Tsin convention. 
He said 
Ferry had committed a veritable political 
crime in refusing to m ake peace upon the 
basis of that convention, and in declining 
the Chinese indem nity of 3,500.000 taels. 
France, Clemenceau said, did wrong in 
accepting the mediation of England, for 
the tatter’s disinterestedness was open to 
suspicion. 
H e said Bismarck was the 
most 
dangerous 
enemy, 
but 
was 
still 
more 
dangerous 
as 
a 
friend. 
It was necessary to beware at least. French 
dignity ami honor should not be compro­ 
mised! 
Clemenceau insisted that peace 
w ith China was still possible, and expressed 
the belief tliat Ferry's version of the Chi­ 
nese terms was inaccurate. 
Fcrrv has pro­ 
tested at being insulted. 
Clemenceau con­ 
cluded by saying that if the Chamber de­ 
sired a policy of notion it ought to m ake a 
sufficient credit to enable the Government 
to declare war now, and not postpone the 
capture of Pekin until after the elections. 
The faults that liad been hitherto com m it­ 
ted by isolated persons, if continued, will 
become .the fault of the Republican party. 
[Cheers.] 
Goblet, w hile disavowing the actions of 
the Government, said that he would vote 
for the credits, but feared that they would 
only serve to prolong the present state of 
things. 
The Government, he saw, was 
unable to make peace, and yet it refused to 
dem and the means to m ake war. - 
l’eyron, M inister of Marine, explained 
that the credits of last year were only 
72,000,000 francs, and those for next year 
will be 80,000,000 francs. This will enable 
the. Government to dispatch 5,000 troops to 
Tonquin to reinforce the French arm y and 
send several cruisers to t lie navy. 
The Chamber then voted the first credit 
of 16,000,000 francs by 301 to 100, and after­ 
wards, by a vote of 351 to 170, voted a fresh 
credit of 43,000,000 francs. The order of 
the day, being an expression of confidence 
in the Government, was then adopted w ith­ 
out opposition. 
Afterwards the order of 
the dav, pure and simple, was rejected— 
301 to 233. 
S en satio n al T rag ed y in P aris. 
P aris, November 27th.—A tragedy which 
caused a great sensation occurred here to­ 
day. T he wife of Deputy t ’lavis Hugues,with 
a revolver, shot and killed Morin, commis­ 
sion agent of the Palais de Justice, because 
he slandered Iter. She tired six shots at 
her victim, four of which lodged in his 
chest, 
litigues, who approves his wife’s 
action, together with Madame litigues, 
were arrested. 
Last year Hugues and wife 
prosecuted Morin for defamation of char­ 
acter, and secured a sentence of two years’ 
im prisonm ent. 
Morin, however, by a 
system of dilatory motions, carried the 
ease from Court to Court. Madame lfugues 
became angry, and to-day, hearing that the 
Assize Court of the Seine would grant an ­ 
other adjournm ent of a fortnight, proceeded 
there, and upon the Court rising to go to 
luncheon, Madame Hugues, her husband 
and counsel, in descending the staircase, 
met Morin, when the tragedy ensued. 
After Madam Hugues had been arrested, 
which was im m ediately after the assault, 
she declared to the Commissary o f Police 
th at she hoped she had killed the man 
who, during the past two years, had been 
killing her by inches by his atrocious 
calumnies. 
P a ris lío rs c lf A gain. 
Paris. November 27th.—This city has re­ 
sumed its usual appearance. Jt is estimated 
that the total num ber of deaths by the re­ 
cent inroads of cholera will reach 86(5. 
There are still a few eases of cholera in the 
dirtier quarters of the city. 
M orm onism in S w itzerland. 
New Yoi-.k, November 27th.—A London 
cable says: The Government of Switzerland 
is im itating the exam ple of its A ustrian 
neighbors, in waging war against Mormon 
propagandists. 
The Federal Council at 
Basel has formally resolved th at the work 
of Mormon missionaries in Switzerland isa 
great and growing evil, and that their con­ 
verts or dupes are plundered and outraged 
after being decoyed front home. Strict re­ 
pressive laws against Mormon sectaries 
have been enacted and their first results 
have just appeared. Two Apostles of the 
Latter-Day ri.fints, one of whom is a Ger­ 
man and the other a Swiss, have been ar- 
rcsted at Aarau and its suburb Zoiingen, 
and in accordance with the new law they 
vere sentenced to pay a fine of 100 francs 
and O' 
nd tw enty-five days in th e 1 !ont- 
m u n aljail. These two culprits have been 
very successful in procuring converts, and 
are said to have recruited hundreds of 
women am ong the peasants as well as m any 
am ong the higher class. 
Among the re­ 
cent converts to the new faith were two 
rich maidens of Zotiinren of uncertain age, 
who converted ail their property into cash 
and started for America under the leader­ 
ship of a ¡4 wiss apostle. They were arrested 
in his company and compelled to return 
home. 
T hunksgivfug in B erlin .
